     Subdivision 1.  Creation.  Instructs the commissioner of human services to 

convene an Emerging Adulthood Task Force.  Requires the task force to be organized 

according to section 15.059, subdivision 6.  

      Subd. 2.  Membership.  Identifies the agencies, individuals, and organizations 

who are to be represented on the task force.  Limits the membership to 20. 

     Subd. 3.  Duties.  Lists the issues, programs, and resources the task force is to 

study.   Describes development of various strategies to address youth homelessness, 

developmental needs, and adult connections. 

     Subd. 4.  Recommendations.  Requires the commissioner to submit 

recommendations from the task force to the governor, legislature, and state director to 

prevent and end homelessness no later than January 15, 2014. 

     Subd. 5.  Task force expiration.  Provides that the task force expires June 30,
